of emulation in others to fellow their example; and io 
indemnify them for any extra expence or loſs they may 
ſuſtain from new experiments. And therefore, to 
prevent any claimant from gaining any Premium, 
who, although he may have complied in his uſual 
courſe of practice with the mere letter of the pre- 
mium offered, bas done nothing new to oltaw it, the 
following GENERAL CONDITIONS are added. 


HE Society reſerve to themſelves the power 

of giving, in all caſes, ſuch part only of any 
premium as the performance ſhall be judged to de- 
ſerve; or of withholding the whole, if there be 
no merit, 


To prevent partiality, it is required that accounts 
of all matters for which premiums are claimed, be 
delivered in without names, or any intimation ta 

whom 
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whom they belong. That each particular model, 
ſpecimen, deſign, &c. be marked in what manner 
the claimants ſhall think fit, each claimant ſending 
with it a ſealed paper, having on the outſide a cor- 
reſponding mark, and on the inſide his name 


and addreſs. 


No papers ſhall be opened but ſuch as ſhall gain 
Premiums, unleſs where it appears abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for the determination of the claim. All the 
reſt ſhall be returned unopened, with the marks to 
which they belong, if enquired after by their marks 
within two years. If not demanded, they ſhall be 
publickly burnt, unopened, at ſome meeting of the 
Society. | 


The claims ſhall be determined at the Annual 
Mecting next after which they are made, except in 
caſes where the premium is extended to another 


year. 


A The Annual Meeting to poſſeſs a diſcretionary 
power of giving any honorary premium, immedi- 
ately, for any new Eſſay, Model, or Diſcovery, which 
may be thought to deſerve it.

lantations. By anſwers to a circular letter of enquiry; it does not ſeems 
that the grievance is general through the kingdom. But as thoſe few gen- 
tlemen, who have been principal ſufferers, have ſuffered almcit the ruin of 
their woods, it is much wiſhed that if any gentleman can point out a better 
method of deſtroying, than the tedious one of ſhooting, thoſe little miſchievous 
animals, he would be pleaſcd to communicate it to the Secretary. I he 
Society has refrained from offering a premium ſor tuch a diſcovery, ſuppoſing 
any uſeful information was moſt likely to come from gentlemen of fortune. 
But the ſucceſsful ingenuity of any other man would be thankfully rewarded.
